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Local Collectors Share Passion, History

What's in a collection? A whole lot if you are 
looking at Nate Bekemeier's eclectic compilation of 
curious objects he has encountered and saved throughout 
his entire life. 

Each little figurine, a memory. Every tiny trinket, 
a tale. Each of the odds and ends, an experience, a time, a 
place. 

Bekemeier was one of several collectors who 
shared his treasures with the public at the Mattapoisett 
Historical Society's February 26 event, "Sharing Your 
Passion: Personal Collections.'' 

Bekemeier thought his quirky collection was 
too special to be kept hidden away in a dark drawer to 
be forgotten. Thirty years ago, he hand built a special

glass-top display table so he would have a place to put 
the interesting things he happened upon for all to admire. 
Many who paused to wonder at the table of a thousand 
things said it reminded them of a game of "I Spy." 

Bekemeier has many interesting stories to 
accompany his interesting objects. Among the dice and 
fetishes, in between campaign buttons and shells, and 
somewhere mixed in with the random figurines and a 
glass eye lies a roll of pennies that Bekemeier said is one 
of his favorites of all the little things that fill his display 
table. 

As Bekemeier tells it, he had a friend who was 
"always doing funny things." One day, he found the old 
man picking pennies out of a large chunk of cement. "He 
was painstakingly picking the cement off the pennies," 
said Bekemeier. 

When he asked his friend why he was doing this, 
he told Bekemeier that he had been tossing pennies into 
a cement bucket for years and had finally decided to cash 
them in. 

"He placed the cement block on the counter 
and, unsurprisingly, the clerk would not accept it," said 
Bekemeier. "But she told him that if he picked enough 
cement off each penny so that at least 50-percent of it was 
visible, he would be given full price for the penny."

So, what did Bekemeier do at that point? He 
offered his friend a dollar for the fifty-cent roll and has 
kept it ever since. 

"\ thought his collection was hysterical/' 
said Mattapoisett Historical Society Museum Curator 
Elizabeth Hutchison. ''If you sit and talk to him about 
it, it's just crazy What's even more amazing is that he 
remembers everything that's in there." 

Bekemeier 's was arguably the most popular 
collection at the event, but there were others with their 
own uniqueness, their own brand of treasure, for those 
looking around to admire. 

Hutchison noted one remarkable collection of 
Chinese turquois-colored porcelain figures that Leda Kim

Ellen Flynn brought in her collection of porcelain, 
glassware, and a silver goblet with her name on it, which 
has been in her family for generations. 

Flynn began collecting her pieces while in her 
20s and, over the past 40 years, she has collected over 200 
items - some from occupied Japan, France, and all over 
the world. 

"I was impressed by the peoples' collections," 
said Hutchison. "We had a lot of fun stuff. It was 
interesting to see." 

Hutchison said one of the board members of the 
museum suggested the event, which was inspired by the 
Brooklyn Historical Society's annual Collectors' Night. 

"It was a fun thing to do," said Hutchison. "That's 
essentially what a museum is for, so we can share things.

delightfully unabsorbed, she stood before the class at Mr. 
White's insistence and told us about her exciting position 
with the Cape Cod Times in the advertising department. 
It sounded like an impossible dream to young females 
still realizing 'yes, we can' really did mean us.

Town Braces for NPDES News 

Marion Board of Selectmen

Even though there was still no word from 
the Environmental Protection Agency since the Town 
responded to the EPA's draft NPDES (National Pollutant 
Discharge Elimination System) permit, anticipated 
engineering costs estimated at around $450,000 topped 
the priority list for the Capital Improvement Planning 
Committee's fiscal year 2016 report presented to the 
Marion Board of Selectmen on March 3 by CIPC member

Hills said the initial funding for wastewater 
treatment plant engineering and support was the ''big 
ticket item'' that pushed several other projects further 
down the priority list as it faces a possible response from 
the EPA upholding the NPDES draft it offered. That 
draft would prohibit the use of the Town's three unlined 
wastewater lagoons that are vital to the wastewater 
treatment plant. Costs for subsequent upgrades to the 
wastewater treatment facility could exceed $20 million. 

A new fire pumper made the priority list on the 
CIPC report as well, estimated at $540,000, but attention 
remained focused on the NPDES permit. Selectman 
Stephen Gushing called the NPDES matter "the big 
unknown." 

"Be still my heart," said Chairman Jonathan 
Henry about his first reaction to the report. "Every time 
you see a big number, it's like a dash of cold water." 

Town Administrator Paul Dawson said he 
continues to work closely with the engineers from CDM 
Smith, the consulting engineering firm for the Town. 
Meanwhile, Dawson said, tentative NPDES costs will 
continue to drive the budget, although costs are still 
unknown. 

"We honestly don't know and we won't know 
until the EPA responds back," said Dawson. "Obviously, 
the details of the final draft permit will dictate the 
measure and the level of work that will need to be done."

Dawson said the premise for the Town's response 
to the drastic measures mandated in the new NPDES 
permit is the questioning of the scientific validity of 
the data the EPA used to determine maximum levels of 
nitrogen and other pollutants, as well as the extent of the 
pollution the lagoons have made on Aucoot Cove and 
Sippican Harbor. 

Dawson also reiterated that the draft NPDES 
permit gave the Town no options for seeking alternative 
solutions to pollutant levels; however, CDM Smith 
consultants advised selectmen last month some viable 
alternative solutions do exist. 

Dawson said he hopes the EPA response will 
grant the Town more time to seek out other options, 
saying the EPA has no time restraints for issuing the 
permit. 

"Our best estimate is $450,000 in capital 
improvement planning,'' said Dawson, "and that might 
just be the tip of the iceberg." He continued, "They could 
issue [the permit] tomorrow, or they could issue it three 
years from now." 

Dawson said the Town owes it to the ratepayers 
to find a fair and equitable solution to the NPDES 
conundrum. 

"We don't want to create the appearance that 
we're stumbling along waiting for something to happen," 
said Henry, who soon after was appointed as the board's 
representative during talks with CDM Smith engineers. 

Meanwhile, selectmen received a copy of a letter 
dated February 26 that Senior Attorney for the Buzzards 
Bay Coalition Korrin Peterson sent to Brian Pitt of the 
EPA. The letter urges the EPA to issue the Town of Marion 
the NPDES permit with a special condition requiring 
the facility to remediate pollution discharged from the 
lagoons. The letter also claims there are likely on-going 
violations at the wastewater treatment facility that violate 
the Town's current NPDES permit. 

The letter asserts, "...[E]f fluent from the lagoons 
was infiltrating into the underlying groundwater and the 
nitrogen from the effluent is flowing towards Marion's 
impaired coastal waters.... [T]his evidence justifies the 
need for a permit condition requiring the town take

immediate action to remediate this source of pollution/' 
It further states that the lagoons, in their current 
state, are in violation of current NPDES permit conditions 
as well as state regulation, and maintaining the lagoons 
"in a state where they continue to leach into the 
environment should not be considered proper operation 
and maintenance/' The letter lists several alleged NPDES 
permit violations and on-going violations of state 
regulations. 

Selectmen also received a copy of another letter 
from BBC Attorney Peterson dated February 6 to the EPA 
and the Massachusetts Department of Environmental 
Protection saying the BBC fully endorses the draft 
NPDES, and included specific comments on points in the 
draft permit. 

"The unlined lagoons are a clear source of 
pollution," the letter reads. It further states, "...[T]here 
is no liner or leachate collection system and all evidence 
demonstrates that the wastewater and sewage sludge are 
contaminating the groundwater. Marion has offered no 
evidence to the contrary." 

Also during the meeting, the board approved 
minor changes that Marion Police Chief Lincoln Miller 
made to Police Department Rules & Regulations, and 
took several matters under advisement after brief 
discussions. 

The board will consider the proposed job 
description of the Music Hall coordinator as well as a 
draft of financial policies. 

The board voted to allow Dawson to draft a 
Town Meeting article pertaining to the Community 
Electricity Aggregation Program endorsed by SRPEDD, 
which would allow residents to opt into a community 
agreement to purchase electricity at more competitive 
rates. Town Meeting would have to approve the 
program, which Dawson said would give residents more 
purchasing power and "strength in numbers." Residents 
would not be obligated to participate and participants 
could opt out at any time.

that rests within a velocity zone, which ConCom last fall 
allowed to remain only until May, to the west of the site to 
use as boat storage. Davignon added that as part of Phase 
II, a second Quonset hut would later be placed back in the 
velocity zone spot affixed to four large storage containers 
'if a consultant Crete solicited can present FEMA with a 
strong enough case to change the flood zone designation 
at the site. 

''They've (the consultants) done so much in 
Marion," said Davignon, "...that they feel very confident 
that this flood zone will be taken out of the velocity zone 
designation." At that point, Davignon said. Saltworks 
would revise the plan and return before ConCom. 

Phase I also includes the construction of a 4,000 
square-foot workshop and a storm water management 
system as well as some minor grading and fill. 

With tentative V-zone changes still several 
months away, commission member Jeffrey Doubrava 
wondered why Saltworks was trying to 'cram' everything 
into one application, "[I]nstead of doing Phase I, which is 
very clean," said Doubrava. 

"[I'm concerned] that it's going to be fifty pages 
of conditions and take us an eternity to figure out what all 
the conditions will be," said Doubrava. 

Davignon said Phase I is what Crete could 
actually do now - build the 100-foot by 400-foot 
workshop, relocate the Quonset hut away from the 
V-zone by May, renovate the existing Marion Fence 
building, and install the stormwater management system 
and parking. 

Phase II includes an additional 7,000 square-foot 
boat storage building, with the tentative second Quonset 
hut pending FEMA V-zone changes. 

"Phase II really is instrumental to everything that 
goes into Phase I," said Crete. "It makes it economically 
feasible. . .. If we can't do Phase II, it doesn't really make 
sense to us." 

Doubrava said Crete should take any mention of 
a second Quonset hut out of the conversation. To him, he 
said, Crete will get where he wants to go without even 
mentioning the second hut.

Controversial Issues Discussed 

Mattapoisett Planning Board

Three controversial issues that have all been 
before the Mattapoisett Planning Board in the past were 
once again discussed during its March 2 meeting. 

The first was Appaloosa Lane represented by 
Brian Grady of G.A.F. Engineering. This subdivision 
has been threatened with having the Form G approval 
amended or rescinded for months as the board and 
abutting property owners seek changes in the engineered 
storm water management plan that they deemed 
insufficient or a complete failure. 

After months of conversations with Highway 
Surveyor Barry Denham and Field Engineering, 
representing the Town, Grady brought nearly complete 
updated plans to show the board members. 

Grady said that Field Engineering suggested 
changes to the recharge basins that included the addition 
of small stones and the construction of spillways around 
certain perimeters of the property to handle runoff during 
a 100-year storm scenario. He also said that pipes would 
be as large as 18-inches to handle stormwater flows. 

Grady also reminded the board that the project

has been conditioned by the Conservation Commission, 
but with the proposed changes to the storm water 
discharge system, he would be returning to them for 
amended orders.

Trash Collection Costs To Increase 

Mattapoisett Finance Committee 
By Marilou Newell 

Board of Health Agent Dale Barrows told the 
Mattapoisett Finance Committee on February 25 that 
rubbish collection costs in subsequent years are expected 
to drastically increase. 

"The downside of the whole project is that 
[prices] will go up/' said Barrows. He explained, saying 
that the SEMASS agreement was up for negotiation as 
it nears the end of its 28-year contract. He said when 
the contract was first written, pricing was set to attract 
customers. The original contract. Barrows said, was for 
$22 per ton; prices are now anticipated to soar to $65 per 
ton. 

Barrows said ultimately the solution is for more 
waste to go into the recycle barrels versus the solid waste 
barrels. 

If that happened, the Town could then hold down 
solid waste expenses. However, costs overall would 
continue to increase. 

"The downside of the whole project is that it 
will go up," he said, adding that tonnage of solid waste 
is supposed to go down as people get into the habit of 
recycling more materials. He quoted SEMASS pricing as

soaring upwards of $85 to $90 per ton. While the coming 
year won't be affected, said Barrows, subsequent years 
will. 

Town Administrator Michael Gagne said that 
Zero Waste located in Rochester, a sister company to ABC 
Disposal, was competing with SEMASS for customers. 
He also said the Town is looking at other companies for a 
cost-effective solution to both solid waste and recyclable 
materials. 

Barrows concluded his budgetary presentations 
for recycling and solid waste removal by saying, 'Tt's 
your tax dollars you are going to have to put to this. ... 
[You'll see] in 2017 $120,000 more than what you pay 
today.'' 

Barrows' budgets for fiscal year 2016 are: 
$148,213, up from $143,896 in FY15; rubbish collection 
$248,337, up from $241,103 in FY15; town disposal 
(SEMASS et al) $123,827, up from $68,000 last year; 
transfer station $5,000 (flat year over year); Board of 
Health $121,657, an increase from $119,203 in FY15. 

Also on the agenda that night were the library 
and the Water and Sewer Department. 

Making her case for an increased budget was 
Library Director Susan Pizzolato, accompanied by 
members of the Library Trustee Committee. 

She shared achievements over the past fiscal year, 
touting the library's certification and the commitment of 
the staff members.

'It is important for us to stay certified/' said 
Pizzolato, referring to the ability to draw materials from 
other libraries in the state's systems. 

Pizzolato also commented on the success of 
opening the library to the public on Sundays saying, "We 
have between 85 and 100 people visiting the library on 
Sundays." 

But that success was not without its downside, 
she noted. Staffing was an issue, asserting staff hours as 
a priority as the committee reviewed her FY16 budget 
requests. 

Pizzolato asked the committee to consider a new 
part-time professional staff member for 19.5 hours per 
week, given the demand for expert technology assistance 
by the community and coverage during the Sunday 
openings. 

She said the new position would require that the 
staffer be certified in computer technology to meet the 
public demand for that level of expertise. Pizzolato is 
asking for $20,436 to fund the new position, along with 
an increase in staff hours for existing employees totaling 
$14,500. 

The library's overall budget for FY16 is $425,796, 
up from $358,966 in FY15. 

Nick Nicolson, superintendent of the Mattapoisett 
Water and Sewer Department, was last up to meet with 
the committee. 

The most significant difference between the FY15 
and FY16 budgets appears on the sewer spreadsheets. 
Nicholson said a decrease in assessment fees from 
Fairhaven was $75,915. 

Nicholson's narrative on the budgets he 
presented reflects an overall increase of $27,405 for the 
Sewer Department and $41,974 for the Water Department.

The Marion Zoning Board of Appeals on February 
26 denied the Planning Board's request to rescind the 
building permit Building Inspector Scott Shippey already 
issued for the Briggs' solar farm slated for County Road.

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Referencing a decision written by Town Counsel 
Jon Witten for the ZBA, Chairman Eric Pierce said a 
minor site plan review was not required because the 
square footage of the solar energy facility is less than 500 
feet and there is no need for 10 or more parking spaces, 
the two triggers for site plan review. 

The majority of Planning Board members voted 
last December to appeal the building permit to force the 
project to undergo a site plan review before the Planning 
Board. 

''Robert Lane (Planning Board member) gave a 
compelling argument/' said Pierce. Some members of 
the Planning Board implored the ZBA to overturn the 
building inspector's decision, arguing that the square 
footage of the project exceeded the threshold if one counts 
the solar arrays as gross floor area, contrary to town 
counsel's finding. 

In his decision, Witten addressed Section 9.1 of 
the Zoning Bylaw pertaining to total gross floor area, 
calling for 500 square feet as the threshold for minor 
site plan review. He underlined the section of the bylaw 
where 'gross floor area' is defined as the sum of the 
horizontal areas of the "floors of a building." 

"An additional issue," reads Witten's letter, 
"is whether the Planning Board has the standing ... to 
maintain this appeal." Witten wrote that, without waiving 
its right to raise lack of standing, the ZBA believes that 
the Planning Board "brought the appeal in good faith" 
and is entitled to a decision from the ZBA "on the merits 
of the appeal." 

Pierce said the board entertained the appeal 
"because we do want to be as cooperative as we can." 

Lane, during the January 22 meeting, was 
concerned the ZBA would be setting a precedent if it did 
not rescind the building permit and allow for site plan 
review. Pierce asserted that the ZBA makes no precedents. 

"We don't set precedents," said Pierce. "And this 
one was unique in its own way." 

Pierce made the motion to accept Witten's letter 
as the official decision of the board, and the vote was 
unanimous.

Board Hesitation Perplexes Applicant 

Marion Planning Board

The March 2 public hearing for Saltworks Marine 
was continued on a discouraging note for owner Dan 
Crete and his engineer David Davignon of N. Douglas 
Schneider & Associates after the Marion Planning Board 
hesitated to approve their request to waive a groundwater 
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mounding analysis - a waiver Davignon asserted was 
legitimate based on precedent. 

Groundwater mounding occurs beneath a 
stormwater management system resulting in a possible 
negative impact on underground water flow 

Davignon said, during the site plan review of the 
old Frigate property at 806 Mill Street, the board years ago 
granted a waiver for the groundwater mounding analysis 
at the request of the engineer for that project. Bill Madden 
of G.A.F. Engineering. 

"Most of the waivers are consistent with what 
was granted for that project,'' said Davignon. He was 
seeking approval that night for the waiver, Davignon said, 
"Because it is consistent with what you did in the past."

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Now, as the engineering consultant to the board 
for the Saltworks project. Madden advised the board 
in his report not to waive the groundwater mounding 
analysis. 

Davignon argued that the scenarios of the two 
projects were similar, although the soil conditions at the 
Saltworks site were better and with deeper water tables. 
He urged the board to follow the precedent set by the 
board with the Frigate project and grant the waiver. 
Chairman Stephen Kokkins and board member Norman 
Hills disagreed with Davignon' s point. 

"Just because we've done something in the past 
doesn't mean it's right in this case," said Hills. 

Kokkins said, "We're not in the position to make 
a judgment on something like that. Unfortunately, this 
hearing will probably be continued." 

Davignon said the groundwater mounding 
analysis was "troublesome" on their part. 

"We're really a little perplexed that there's not 
consistency in what's being presented," said Davignon. 
"We're being asked to do something that somebody 
(Madden) didn't do in the first place." 

"I don't see a method for deciding that on the 
spot," said Kokkins. After some discussion, Kokkins told 
Davignon, "We don't want to be micromanaging every 
detail, but..." 

What's with this 'we,' board member Rico Ferrari 
asked Kokkins. 
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"If you're speaking for the board, you're not 
speaking for me/' said Ferrari. "So that's an 'I.'" 

Ferrari argued that demanding the analysis 
would unnecessarily drive up the cost for Crete, saying he 
felt Crete was already "spending way too much money" 
on items "that could be bypassed." 

"His argument is right on the money," said 
Ferrari. "If you're going to do it for one property, you 
have to be consistent with other properties." 

Ferrari said the board should understand that 
Madden' s report is simply guidance and the board does 
not have to accept it. 

"It's not our intent to weight this project down 
with something that doesn't need to be done," said 
Kokkins. "It's only to make sure things get done right in 
the end." 

Davignon said he had a "productive" conference 
call with G.A.F., but when he asked what the difference 
was between the Frigate property and the Saltworks 
property, he said he never got a straight answer. 

"To me, it doesn't seem fair that the reviewing 
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engineer is mandating that . . . you should not grant any 
waivers . . . until the groundwater stuff is done/' said 
Davignon. 

Board member Eileen Marum chimed in. 

"All properties have different characteristics/' 
said Marum, . .so we can't have cookie cutter 
engineering. ... This is not the Frigate property." 

Kokkins said Davignon and Crete should 
return to the table with G.A.F. and try to come to an 
understanding, offering to attend the meeting on behalf of 
the board. 

Crete said he understood both properties are not 
exactly the same, but he noted that they were abiding by 
the regulations and rainwater analysis guidelines. 

"All that data. . ." said Crete. "It's not a guess or 
a stamp. . .. Our tables and our groundwater levels and 
our perc tests are far better than at the Frigate site. Much 
better." 

Crete continued, "I really am struggling with the 
added expense. . . . It's not black magic. It's all science. And 
this is getting very, very expensive." 

Previously, Hills commented that the board pays 
an engineer to advise the board, and Crete emphasized 
that the board does not pay the consultant, Crete does. 

"I am paying the consultant. This isn't all 
free," said Crete. He said he wanted to do this right, 
pointing out that he has been forthcoming with the Town 
pertaining to the two phases of development of the 
property. 

"Small business is not the easiest thing to 
accomplish these days and this thing is getting really 
expensive. It's making it almost impossible," said Crete, 
again stressing that he is paying the consultant fee. "And 
we have precedent. It's a great site for what we want to 
do." 

Again, Kokkins said there was not enough 
information to make the decision that night. 

"All I know is the engineer said it was crucial," 
said Marum. 

So much for common sense, stated board member 
Steve Gonsalves in Crete's defense, adding that the cost to 
perform the analysis would cost Crete about $5,000 more 
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in costs. 

''We're not trying to be anti-small business/' said 
Hills. "But you're here to talk to us about how this is 
going to fit in with the bylaws of the Town." 

Crete wondered if the board had ever mandated 
groundwater mounding testing for any project in the 
past, stumping all the board members who did not know 
the answer. 

"I'd be really interested to know, with all the 
building and construction that has been done within 
our town's borders," said Crete. Tie then asked if it was 
unusual for the board to receive a 64-bullet point report, 
like the one Madden submitted, on a project the size of 
the Saltworks project. Tie asked if it was "overkill." 
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"There are some items in there that are a little 
beyond ridiculous/' said Crete. 

Kokkins wanted to move on in the discussion, but 
Ferrari stayed put. 

''What is overkill and what are our expectations 
for engineers?" asked Ferrari. "More is less, less is 
more. . .. Get to the point, keep it simple ... be consistent." 

Crete made the point again that the Frigate 
property enjoyed the waiver of the groundwater 
mounding analysis asked for by Madden, now the 
reviewing engineer. 

The matter was continued until the next meeting 
of the Marion Planning Board on March 16 at 7:00 pm at 
the Marion Town House. The Saltworks Marine public 
hearing will be scheduled for 7:30 pm that night.

Tabor Academy News

Boston and the surrounding areas have 
experienced one of the harshest winters in years. 
These weather patterns have caused Tabor Academy's 
administration and Plant Operations to act quickly to 
ensure the safety and wellbeing of students and campus 
visitors. 

Tabor's Plant Operations has been quick to act 
after each blizzard that left substantial amounts of snow 
on campus. It is estimated that 500,117 square feet (11.48 
acres), which is 16% of Tabor's campus acreage, have 
been cleared of snow during February. 

Nate Meleo, a math teacher, and his classes 
calculated how much snow was cleared. According to 
Meleo, about 4,167,641 cubic feet of snow was cleared 
from Tabor this winter. In another calculation, students 
found that this equates to about 31,257 tons of snow, 
which he adds is 4,000 tons more than the weight of the 
Statue of Liberty. This does not even account for the roofs 
and stairs that were cleared for safety. 

Much work is done behind the scenes before 
students begin to walk around campus after a snowstorm. 
The paths are all cleared for walking, including a few 
sidewalks on campus. The parking lots and surrounding 
roads are also all plowed. Plant Operations continues to 
clear snow throughout the day to ensure that students 
have clear pathways and can walk safely. 

According to Director of Plant Operations Don 
Wing, "There are 155 entrances, emergency exits, entry 
steps, and terraces that have to be hand-shoveled and 
sanded every storm." Additionally, areas that have flat 
roofs must be shoveled to avoid being weighed down by 
the large amounts of snow. 

Ed Jackson supervises the maintenance crew, 
a small staff that has had to work non-stop over three 
weeks to clear this vast amount of snow over an area 
that equates to the size of 7.5 full-size soccer fields. They 
do this with limited equipment: one dump truck plow/ 
Sander, one pickup truck plow/ sander, one skid-steer 
loader, one backhoe loader, and four snow blowers. 
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Much of this equipment is old and / or small, making all 
of this clearing work more impressive. Thankfully, Steve 
Fielding, an outside contractor, has helped by providing 
heavy equipment to keep walkways and streets clear. 

Along with the snow, the freezing temperatures 
have been a concern this winter. Headmaster John Quirk 
and the administration made the decision to have casual 
dress in order to ensure warmth on a number of school 
days this winter. On these days, pants, sweaters, boots, 
layers, hats, and gloves were strongly encouraged, given 
the exceptionally low temperatures. On a number of days, 
school was optional for day students and was delayed to 
a late start twice to ensure that students could arrive to 
campus safely. 

Given the ongoing trend of such cold 
temperatures. Quirk created a blazer-free trial. This action 
was intended to encourage students to wear sweaters and 
girls to wear pants, which they usually are not allowed 
otherwise, given the blazer requirement for dress code. 

Tabor's administration and staff has acted quickly 
and adapted during this harsh winter in order to ensure 
safety throughout campus. 

Postseason Brings Out Best in Boys' Basketball 

ORR Sports Update

This week, the sports teams at Old Rochester 
Regional High School began their postseason runs as the 
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MIAA tournaments started up. Here is a look at the 11*^ 
week of scheduled games for ORR winter athletics. 

Boys' Basketball: The first-seeded Bulldogs had 
the best week out of anyone, cruising to two early-round 
wins in the Division 3 South tournament to advance to the 
semifinals. The boys' first win of the week came against 
16*^-seeded Apponequet, where they easily defeated the 
Lakers 79-57. The Bulldogs took a commanding 20-13 
lead after the first quarter and never looked back, largely 
thanks to junior Evan Santos, who played consistently 
all game and scored a team-high 17 points on the night. 
Ryan Beatty also played well, notching 15 points. With 
the win, the Bulldogs advanced to the South quarterfinals, 
where they faced off against ninth-seeded Hanover. 
Though there were many rumors swirling that Hanover 
might undo the Bulldogs (they easily defeated Bishop 
Stang, to whom ORR lost twice this season), ORR quickly 
squandered those rumors with an explosive 78-60 win. 
With the gym filled to capacity, ORR held a lengthy lead 
for the majority of the game due to a strong offensive 
performance by the whole team. Four Bulldogs (Santos, 
Beatty, Will Santos, and scoring leader Jordan Menard) 
were in the double digits by the final buzzer, and the 
Bulldog defense also played fantastically, halting any 
offensive progress by Hanover. The Bulldogs now face 
off against league rival Wareham in the South semifinals. 
It marks the second straight year that the Bulldogs have 
made it this far in the tournament. 

Girls' Basketball: The ninth-seeded Lady 
Bulldogs saw their season come to a close this week, as 
they lost to conference rival and eighth-seeded Wareham 
in the opening round of the state tournament. Despite a 
tough first half, the girls fought back in the fourth quarter 
and substantially shortened the point deficit, but it would 
not be enough, as Wareham advanced to the quarterfinals 
with the 36-31 victory. Seniors Kaleigh Goulart and 
Ashley Pacheco led the girls in scoring, recording 8 and 7 
points, respectively. Despite the doubts surrounding the 
team coming into this season, the girls proved ORR girls' 
basketball has a strong future ahead of them. The girls 
graduate three seniors: Goulart, Pacheco, and Morgan 
Browning. 



Boys' Track: Only one track athlete competed in 
a meet this week for ORR, but his results were enough to 
make waves across the ORR community. Senior Kevin 
Saccone competed in the New England Track and Field 
Championships, a prestigious meet that is extremely 
difficult to qualify for, as it features the best athletes from 
across the Northeast. Despite the tough competition, 
Saccone held his own and then some, as he conquered 
the New England title in the 55-meter hurdles by placing 
first overall with a lifetime-best time of 7.45 seconds. 
Saccone crossed the line in a photo-finish with Sebastian 
Silveira from Andover, and it was later determined upon 
inspection that Saccone had won by four thousandths 
of a second. This is Saccone's second New England 
championship (his first came last spring, when he won 
the long jump). Saccone also placed well in the long jump, 
placing fifth overall with a leap of 21'6". Next up for 
the track star is the New Balance Nationals Meet, where 
Saccone will go up against the best athletes in the country. 

Ice Hockey: The boys' hockey season also came 
to a close this week, as the sixth-seeded ORR / Fairhaven 
Bulldogs fell 4-2 to 22^'^-seeded Bishop Stang. It was an 
exciting game; after Stang got out to an early 1-0 lead, 
Fairhaven' s Jeremy Lawton scored an equalizer to tie the 
game 1-1. Mike Lygren then scored to give the Bulldogs 
a slight advantage, which Stang quickly squandered 
with an equalizer of their own. In the third period, Stang 
managed to sneak one by the ORR defense, and the 
Bulldogs were never able to recover. The final goal of the 
game came when a Stang player scored on an open net, 
as ORR/ Fairhaven tactically pulled their goalie. Despite 
their season being over, the Bulldogs have nothing to be 
ashamed of, as they finish the 2014-2015 season with a 
16-6 overall record.

Maps to the Stars, Starring Julianne Moore and John 
Cusack. Directed by David Cronenberg. Running time: 
112 minutes. MPAA rating: R. 

The world of David Cronenberg is usually 
hushed, intimate, frequently antiseptic, but within this 
hermetic construct people suffer, howl in elation or agony, 
transform, die. Cronenberg' s is a tightly ordered vision 
of chaos. In Maps to the Stars, the Canadian director's 
first film in forty-six years to be shot in America, the 
Hollywoodites we meet are damaged, monstrous to 
others and to themselves. It's been called a Tinseltown 
satire, but Cronenberg doesn't think of it that way, and 
neither do I. It is, if you will, a horror movie about how 
living on the toxic soil of Hollywood deforms human 
beings, body and soul. This is a place where a woman 
can gleefully celebrate the death of a little boy she'd been 
cooing over not a day earlier ~ where, indeed, children 
in general are drowned, strangled, drugged, sexually 
abused, almost set on fire, or just die alone in a hospital of 
blood disease. 

Hollywood is a graveyard of innocence / 
innocents, though it might only be every other place 
in America, only more so. Maps was written by Bruce 
Wagner, the eternal insider (his novels are long on L.A. 
grotesques, and he wrote the comic strip that became 
the surreal Wild Palms) turned Castaneda mystic; he's 
hip to the ways that Hollywood chews up and spits 
out spirituality, perverts it and monetizes it. One of the 
creatures in the movie is Stafford Weiss (John Cusack), 
who sells ersatz therapy to suffering stars; his approach 
hasn't much helped his family ~ his daughter (Mia 
Wasikowska) is a burn-scarred schizophrenic, his son 
(Evan Bird) a teenage star of hacky comedies who's 
already almost washed up. Among Stafford's clients is 
Havana Legrand (Julianne Moore), an aging actress with 
heavy mommy issues. 

In this ghastly atmosphere, there's no way to 
raise children without ruining them as human beings, no 
way to live without putting your soul at hazard. Often,

ghosts. Maps to the Stars is loaded with guilty visions 
of dead kids, dead parents. People speak to each other 
in grave whispers, as if attending a funeral ~ maybe 
their own. Yet the movie also sneaks in deadpan humor 
whenever it can. It's a pretty good joke, for example, 
that Carrie Fisher ~ as clear an example as anyone of 
how Hollywood can deform people into self-medicating 
neurotics ~ plays herself here as the (unwitting) instigator 
of the movie's entire twisted plot. 

The violence is abrupt and sometimes shocking 
~ a dog is shot to death, and that's only a warm-up ~ but 
we're never sure how much of it is real, since it seldom 
has any consequence (unless, of course, it involves a 
prosperous comedy franchise). A scene in which someone 
self-immolates at poolside might be intended to be taken 
as "real," but the flames look so fake it's hard to know. We 
could, if pressed, shelve this film alongside any number of 
other Cronenberg efforts; it seems to me to be less a screed 
against Hollywood as a study of a particularly messed- 
up family, a theme that aligns it with The Brood and A 
History of Violence and Spider. Once again, Cronenberg 
meditates on the split between mind and body, the perfect 
Hollywood bodies and the deformed minds within.
